Fixing Voided 


LITTLE ROCK—(/I')—Price fixing 


is a violation of the United States 
and Arkansas constitutions unless 
necessary for public health and 
welfare the supreme court held 


. Monday in invalidating a state act 


allowing the board of barber ex- 
aminers to set a minimum price 
on haircuts, shaves and other ser- 
vices. 


Restraining Chairman L. A. Noble 


and other barber board members 
.'rom inforcing minimum price reg- 
ulations the court said; 


"Legislation has no power under 


guise of the police to regulation ar- 
bitrarily to invade personal right 
and liberty of every citizen." 


"The only way legislation can 


protect public health units is to es- 
tablish sanitary requirements and 
regulations and to inforcc them. 


The decision sustained the fight 


of P. P."Davis, Little Rock barber, 
against the board setting of a 40e 
; hinimum for haircuts.

the important truths it can obtain 
and verify. 


By general agreement, each ex- 


ecutive withholds what in his opin- 
ion might be of value lo Ihe nation- 
al enemies. Then—and this is what 
hurts—he deletes anything which 
he fears Washington might think 
could conceivably be of value to 
the enemy. 


The result is, of course, that the 


public oblains a very incomplete 
picture of what is going on. It 
learns much less than the trulh. 


Some of Ihe delails which Ihe 


govermncnl withholds from the 
press, or which editors from the 
public, obviously should not be 
printed, or should be deferred for 
strategic reasons. 


There can be no sound criticism 


for example, of the government's 
refusal lo comment on the raid on 
Japan. Washington's reticence has 
been justified by the unbelievably 
asinine sequence of stalemenls on 
Ihe raid which have come from 
Tokyo and Berlin. Reading them, 
no layman could eve again give 
credence to any war communique 
out of Nippon until it had been ver- 
ified from a responsible source. By 
keeping slil, our government has 
let Ihc Japs show Ihcmsclves as 
the clumsy liars they arc. 


Moreover, there arc occasions— 


and the Tokyo bombings may prove 
to be of this sort—when facts must 
be withheld until their disclosure 
no longer can endanger our mili- 
tary and naval forces. 


In the name of national unity 


and morale, there is a persistent 
attempt to soft pedal criticism of 
the official conduct of this war. 
Specific facts and figures by which 
the progress of our preparation 
could be measured arc all but 
impossible to obtain for publica- 
tion. 


This is not a healthy situation. 


The less genuine information the 
newspapers are permitted to print, 
the more receptive is the public 
mind to distorted gossiping which! 
sometimes actually is the product 
of obstructionists, saboteurs, de- 
featists, fifth columnists. 


Mr. MasLeish is correct. The 


truth, while at times it will hurt,

2,000 Finnish 
Troops Killed 


LONDON—(/P)—Nearly 2,000 Fin- 


lish troops were reported killed 
ast week in a Russian offensive in 
.he frozen Laplands as the Red 
army pushed forward in a spring 
advance likened to the one of two 
years ago which ended in Finland's 
defeat. 


The battle line in the Far North 


was drawn well inside the Finnish 
frontier of 1939 and Soviet troops 
demonstrated all along the front 
that they held the initiative firmly. 


Russia was pressing home-telling 


blows in an effort to knock them 
oul of the war and to protect Ihe 
strategic ports of Murmansk, and 
Archangel. 


Leningrad reported a success- 


ful defense against raiding Axis 
planes indicating the Germans were 
using all possible available air- 
craft in an effort to cripple the Red 
army. 


The Finnish communique said the

In Ihe case of retail registering 


units, this volume will be deter- 
mined on the basis of cither his

the gross sales method, the unit 
will be allowed one pound of su- 
gar for each dollar of his gross 
sales ,but this amount will be 
used only if it is less than his 
weekly average of sugar deliveries 
in November.

things they must do in order to suc- 
cor the wounded. 


That's guerrilla warfare in north- 


west China, where "hit-and-run" 
sands of Chinese troops harass the 
Japanese. The heroic doctors and 
lurses go right with them—guer- 
rillas themselves. 


•This hazardous new type of mil- 


itary medical care is an outgrowth 
of guer.rilla warfare in the vast 
areas of plains and mountains in 
Japanese-occnupied territory. 


Trouvel Through Enemy Lihes 
Often dressed as peasants them- 


selves, the doctors 
and 
nurses 


sometimes march 50 to 60 miles 
with the tough guerrilla soldiers, 
who strike suddenly at an enemy 
outpost and then dart back to their 
hideouts. 
The wounded of such 


battles cannot be taken back quick- 
ly over long distances, so they be- 
come the responsibility of the med- 
ical workers. 


After emergency treatment, the

Memory Rug

WASHINGTON—People send all 


kinds of things to President Roose- 
velt—jars of peaches, stamps or 
ship models for his desk—but one 
of the most unusual was a 15 by 
lOVfe-foot rug. 


Woven into it in bright red letters 


were the words "Remember Pearl 
Harbor." 


It was no ordinary rug—no rag or 


string mat. It was a Persian rug. 
The President turned it over to an 
auction house to be sold and the 
money to be donated to the Treas- 
ury for the war effort. A rug ex- 
pert said it probably cost $1,000. 


What was significant about the 


gift was that the sender didn't sign 
his name to the accompanying let- 
ter. He identified himself only as 
an Armenian who landed in Amer- 
ica some years ago with only $25. 
This is what his letter said: 


"I have prospered here, although 


in a modest way. Above all I have 
enjoyed a way of life which I had 
never known before. 1" found tol- 
erance and freedom. 


"It is my gratitude for these bles- 


sings which makes me want to do 
something toward the winning of 
our war. I have only a limited 
amount of cash, but I hope that the 
rug which I am donating can be 
offered for sale and the proceeds 
turned over to the nation's war 
chest."

Now plans are under way to de- 


centralize still more agencies. One 
high government official estimates 
that 20,000 employes, with their 
families must go in the next six 
months. The grim truth is that 
Washington has just about reached 
the saturation point, both in office 
and living space. Along with the 
shortage of space go the problems 
of water supply, sewage disposal 
and transportation— none of which 
can be expanded indefinitely. 


This official predicted that from 


now on two employes would be 
sent away for every three new ones 
brought in. Furthermore, he said, 
decentralization will be pushed un- 
til all government offices 
have 


been cleared out of apartment 
houses, several of which have been 
taken over entirely. 


One way that the brakes will bq 


put on expansion of offices here 
is to freeze staffs, at their present 
size.

It 
involves vast problems of trans- 
port and coordination. Some 600 
trucks were used to move office 
furniture and files of the Secur- 
ities and Exchange Commission and 
the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service to Philadelphia. Of- 
ficials said they believed this was 
the largest trucking operation ju 
history.
